HERE are so many causes of 
high pressure and it, of itself, 
is of so little consequence. One 
might feel that the expression 
should never be used except to 
deseribe the symptoms of dis- 
ease. The condition is not a 
hug-bear; it of itself, is not seri- 
ous and any person can live in 
ecmfort for many years and not 
know it unless some one tells 
him. The underlying cause may 
be serious or it may not. It is 
often nature’s effort to overcome 
resistance and too much done to 
réduce it may do great harm.

LOOD pressure aS WaS eX- 
plained yesterday is simply 

4 measure of the effort the heart 
has to make to cairy the blood 
through the system. The ordi- 
nary symptoms of high pressure, 
or the things the patient may 
notice are langor, headache, a 
certain fulness behind the eyes, 
breathlessness on exertion, dif- 
ficulty of getting to sleep, with 
excessive pulsation of the heart 
at night. There is occasional 
nose bleed, but these all occur 
with other things.

OOD pressure is influenced 
2 by many things in our daily 
life, excesses at the table, exer- 
cise, mental excitement or de- 
pression, all these have their ef- 
fect. Those of a highly nervous 
temperament are more easily 
affected than those of the phleg- 
matic type. All poisons in the 
blood influence the pressure e6- 
pecially the intestinal toxines. 


AD teeth, bad tonsils, conges- 
tion or inactivity of the liver 
do their share. Inactivity of the 
glands of internal secretions 
stich as the thyroid and adren- 
als, all are frequently a source. 
Certain periods of age, such as 
the ‘change of life,” almost al- 
ways cause’some increase in the 
pressure between the ages of 45 
and 60. Of course the great 
source of continued high blood 
pressure are diseases of the kid- 
neys and hardening of the 
arteries. 7 
ARDENING of the arteries 
is usually a slow process, 
probably following some infec- 
tion, such as rheumatism. When 
the artery wall hardens, it be- 
comes less elastic and the cali- 
ber of the very small blood ves- 
sels in the extremities and in 
the different organs of the body 
cause resistance to the flow of 
blood and the heart hes to make 
extra effort to carry the blood 
throug the system. In that wiy 


the heart has much = greater 
strain put on it. ’ 
. » * 


HE organ enlarges and its 

muscles become thicker. If 
something is done to relieve the 
constriction in the small vessels 
the pressure is reduced and the 
patient is better. This constric- 
tion is often the result of nervous 
reaction or emotion of some 
poisoning of the system. The 
removal of these causes will re- 
lieve the trouble and the symp- 
tems will be relieved.

vessels particularly of the 
kidneys is the most serious con- 
dition we have and after that 
has advanced to include a large 
part of the kidney substance the 
results are serious. If you have 
your physician examine you 
every six months, he can often 
forestall this trouble.

OF VEGETABLES

ATE summer is a time when 
marketing should be a pleas- 
ant adventure for busy home- 
makers.

The summer fruits 
and vegetables that we have had 
a)l along are now so plentiful 
and cheap that you can afford 
to try a lot of new tricks with 
them. 
Corn-Crabmeat Pie 

The green corn season is well 
advanced, but you can still get 
plenty of the plump little ears 
of Golden Bantam corse. Since 
corn on the cob is no longer a 
vovelty, try corn chowder or 
corn in unusual combinations 
tor attractive main dishes. Corn 
and crabmeat together is new— 
but delicious. 

Grate enough corn to make 
two cups. Add two slightly beat- 
en eggs, One tablespoon melted 
butter. one-half cup milk. one 
cup flaked crabmeat and salt and 
pepper enough to taste. Turn 
the mixture into a buttered cas- 
scrole and bake in a slow oven 
for about half an hour. If you 
wish tomato juice may be used 


in place of the milk for a slightly 
caiffevent flavor. This is enough 
for five or six servings 


Corn and Chicken 


You undoubtedly know what 
good partners corn and chicken 
have always been? Well here is 
an alhance that is entirely new. 
Cut cooked corn from tlic cob 
and season it highly with salt, 
pepper, paprika and melted but- 
ter. If you wish add a little 
chopped green pepper and pimi- 
ento. Make a rich pastry, roll 
out very thin and cut with a 
scalloped cookie cutter. In the 
center of each round place some 
of the corn mixture, fold over, 
moisten and press the edges to- 
gether.

Six Has Its Problems Teo 

The first important mile post 
is reached when a_ youngster 
learns to crawl. Crawling is a 
Natural step to walking. The 
child’s woild grows ‘arger prac- 
tically over night, bringing about 
complications in experience 
which he must find bewildering 
to cope with. He experiences 
new desires, and at the same 
time must face as many new 
laws and obstacles. Gradually, 
however, he learns, so that by 
the time he is five or six, he has 
hecome adjusted to the succes- 
sion of changes which started 
for him when he first learned to 
crawl. He pleases us now, being 
reasonable and more or less 
manageable. 

Just at this point, however, is 
the time to prepare for a change. 
Children do not stop changing. 
The child’s social instinct is 
about to assert itself, as it nor- 
mally does at this period of life 
Day by day he has grown in- 
creasingly aware that the world 
which he had thought to he 
“his” is really a we ld apart 
from himself. It is hard to ac- 
custom himself to the idea. 

Parents Should Be Prepared 

As long as a child feels secure 
and comfortable he is manage- 
able. Behavior is controlled 
trom within, from what a child 
thinks and feels. The situation 
rrompts him to act, but the “‘be- 
havior” is there inside of him. A 
troubled child will be a naughty 
child. He cannot find himself; 
he acts blindly therefore. 

Nine, ten. eleven and twelve. 
the pre-adolescent years, present 
a new set of problems both for 
parent and child. There are 
gangs and an urge for adventure 
and independence on the part of 
the child, while the parent would 
like to keep the child dependent 
upon him emotionally. The par- 
ent suffers now somewhat as the 
child suffered at six, when he 
faced the world of boy or girl- 
hood with his roots steeped in 
babyhood. Then he needed sym- 
pathy, guidance and help. But 
now he is nine and ruthless and 
it is the parents who need tas 
sympathy and to help them- 
selves see him as normal.

Norman Armour Helps 
Haiti ... U. S. Marines 
Leave Island in 1934 


A STUDIOUS, polished gentle- 
man of statecraft has ac- 
complished what the protests of 
Latin America and liberal Amer- 
icans failed to do—free Haiti of 
United States Marines. The 
fighting soldiers of the sea will 
break camp, board ships and re- 
turn from the Island by October 
1934. 

The gentleman of statecraft 
‘oferred to is none other than 
ou. eenial minister to Haiti. 
Nerman Armour, who was born 
if American parents in Brighton, 
ingland, educated at Princeton 

nd Harvard. He has been a 
rember of America’s diplomatic 
orp for seventeen years. 

Hai!’ is a hot little country 
filled vith voodoos, peculiar pa- 
gan rites and Ethiopian kings of 
legendary fame. Even so, in a 
time when the rest of the world 
is in debt cond has suffered years 
of depressi.., the little island 
owes nobody. nos 2 surplus in its 
treasury and prides itself on hav- 
ing no closed :3nks. 


In Haiti three presidents 
grasped but failed to hold the 
Government in 1914-1915. The 
last of these, Guilloume Sam, 
who provoked pepviar resent- 
ment by a massacre of political 
prisoners in Port-au-Prince, was 
dragged from the French lega- 
tion by an infuriated mv. mur- 
dered and mutilated. 

The uprising on July 27, 1915, 
was sufficient reason for Admiral 
Caperton to land marines from 
the U.S.S. Washington to restore 
order. This the marines did and 
set about forming a government 
which would function along lines 
already formulated by Amcrican 
diplomats in Washington. The 
invaders offered the presidency 
of the Republic to M. Leger, a 
former  FEfaitian minister to 
Washington. He, however, re- 
fused to accept on the ground 
that he was for Haiti, not the 
United States. 


Senator Sudre Dartiguenave, 
who was finally prevailed upon 
to become president, probably 
realized that the Americans had 
come for a long stay and hoped 
to serve as a buffer between the 
United States Navy and his own 
people. Meantime Admiral Cap- 
erton seized the Customs House, 
directec. the National Bank of 
Haiti to resume its old relations 
as fiscal agent of the Haitian 
Government and obtained obe- 
dicnce from all officials by cut- 
ting oi their pay. A brigade of 
marines was landed and a local 
consttbulary formed under non- 
commissioned marine officers. 

During a period of ten years 
not less than thirty-six Haitian 
editors had been imprisoned for 
writing unpleasant things about 
Senate officials and it was not 
until an American Commission 
visited Port-au-France_ that 
Americans were able to see be- 
hind the censorship which had 
been imposed upon the Republic. 
It had become known that the 
Haitians had revolted and the 
Nay Department admitted -hat 
2,50) Haitians had been killed in 
battle, but the extent of the in- 
curable bitterness and antagon- 
ism between the Haitians and 
their American rulers was not 
realized at the time. 

* . * 

N 1779 came the first contact 

between what is now the Re- 
‘public of Haiti and the United 
States of America. Then 1700 
Haitian volunteers took part 
under Comte d’Estaing, a French 
admiral, in aiding Americans in 
the siege of Savannah. A few 
years later the Haitians, excited 
by the beginning of the French 
Revolution, began their struggle 
for independence. : 

Toussaint L’Overture, the 
“Haitian Napoleon,’ succeeded 
in uniting the whole island under 
his government, but was be- 
trayed, and died in a French 
prison. Other leaders took his 
place and on January 1, 1804, 
the independence of the Republic 
of Haiti was proclaimed. It was 
recognized in due course, but not 
by the United States until 1864. 
The example of a Negro republic 
was no longer a menace to Amer- 
ican institutions after the Civil 
War eliminated slavery. 

In 1844 the Spanish speaking 
part of the island set up its own 
government as the Dominican 
Republic. Three years later the 
United States showed its first 
interest in the Island by vainly 
seeking to acquire a naval base 
in Haiti. In 1883 Haiti was dis- 
posed to yield the Mole St. 
Nicholas to the United States. 

America showed no further 
concern in Haitian affairs until 
1914. On December 17 of that 
year the United States sent the 
cruiser Machias to Haiti and 
landed marines in the capital 
city of Port-au-Prince, took 
forcible possession of $500,000 in 
the National Bank of Haiti be- 
longing to the Haitian govern- 
ment and transferred the gold to 
the hold of the cruiser Machias. 
The money was later deposited 
in the National City Bank of 
New York City. The United 
States explained that the money 
has been taken because it had 
been allocated for the redemp- 
tion pf paper currency and that 
the Haitian government proposed 
to use it for other purposes.
